Jessica, 

I was trying to find my notes from when we met with the City Attorney on April 22... but to no avail. 

I think the fact that that city council has reduced the time notice from 72 hours to 24 has helped 
immensely, and it shows the city is listening. 

However, on the civil liberties front, it seems that we get nailed more than other cities (e.g, Santa 
Monica, Long Beach, etc.) so is there any way we can continue to push for the rights of our 
neighborhoods? Here in Hollywood, the ACLU has made it more difficult to curb the aggressive tour 
hawkers and the CD vendors and characters at H/H. 

We are hearing for the first time that companies are reluctant to bring their employees to 
Hollywood because of visible homelessness and encampments and aggression on the sidewalks. The 
scales are tipping out of balance. If left unchecked, this is going to have a negative impact on the 
city's ability to grow its job base. 

I know this is nuanced, but the right to control/hang out/commandeer the sidewalks is abridging the 
right to a neighborhood quality of life. 

We certainly see this playing out with the sidewalk vending ordinance. 

The second thing, as Rena mentioned, is seeking clarity on the general v. special benefit issue. Our 
goal is to return to where we were before: we create BIDs that confer a special benefit on our 
assessed owners. If there are activities that start to spill out into the general benefit arena, then 
let's define that, so if a BID wants to take that on, they can allot for some other source to pay that 
amount. LA should be willing to be a test case on this, or we are going to continue to fall down a 
slippery slope. AB 2618 should be upheld. We should have a strategy session with the CA's office to 
further discuss. 


Finally, CEQA reform and diminution of litigation against developments. Tho not technically a BID 
issue, we have a huge chilling effect in Hollywood because of the Silverstein lawsuits. We are 
hearing that major investors are now thinking twice about coming here because of the concern 
about being slapped with a CEQA suit. Having a Target store under construction mothballed 
because of a height limitation is shameful. There are 120 good jobs that are at risk because that 
whole project is brought to a screeching halt.
